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‘88 Budget Approval, 
Commissioner Raises 
Top County eee

The Crawford County Board of Commis- 
sioners approved a budget for 1988 in the 


amount of $2,594,305 at its regular meeting 


last week. 

The final form of the budget was changed 
once again after some refiguring of the am- 
bulance income and potential expenditures. 
(See accompanying article.) The commis- 
sioners-also increased their own line item in 
the budget when they decided to change the 
method of remuneration from a combina- 
tion monthly salary and per diem for each 
meeting to.a straight salary. According to 
Commissioner Jeannette Kitchen the 
average monthly pay from the two sources 


_ had averaged $314. She proposed that the 


salary should be a flat rate of $500 per month 
and the chairperson should receive $65° per 
month as reimbursement for the extra 
duties involved in that position. 

The money to pay the extra salary came 
from a Saving that had been estimated in the 
ambulance budget. 

After the final approval of the entire bud- 
get Chairperson Mary Harland expressed 
dissatisfaction with the fact that two com- 


missioners were noti in attendance to vote on 
the budget. She noted that a special effort 
had been made to ask Commissioner Gar- 


land (Bud) Joyce to attend in the afternoon. 


but despite that he had not shown up. She 
said that passing the budget is a major re- 
sponsibility of a commissioner..She said “At 
such a time it is really upsetting to see so lit- 
tle responsibility.” 

Joyce, who attended the morning session, 
said he was following doctor’s orders by not 
returning to the afternoon session. 


“Mary has known all along my medical . 


situation,” said Joyce. “I’ve never tried to 
hide it. I feel I’m still performing all my 
functions as a commissioner.”’ 

“I’m just taking care of my health,’ ” he 
said. ‘Mary’s comments were out-of-order 
and unnecessary.”

McNamaraisaid the current 
position of 1590 is a difficult spot to compete with and by 
moving down the dial, WGRY can reach a larger area with 
the same broadcast power. 

_ The proposed F'M station will be combined with WGRY 
and also have a Roscommon office. The FM antenna will be 
located on Skyline. 

McNamara said two full-time air persons have been laid 
off at WGRY but have been offered their jobs back when the 
station resumes broadcasting. A manager-has been kept on

‘Snow Day Make-Up 
Schedule Announced 
By School District 


Any more snow days for this 1987-88 school 
year will have to be made up according toa 
schedule just announced by the Crawford- 
AuSable School District. 

The schoo! district already has had two 
snow days this school year — the maximum 
allowed by the state without having to make 
upthedays. ~ 

School will now be scheduled for Monday, 
Feb. 22, 1988, a day previously set as a vaca- 
tion day. 


Superintendent Kent Reynolds said even 
if there have been no More snow days taken 
up to Feb. 22, there will still be school that 
Monday because a snow day could still hit 
after that date. If there are no more snow 
days this year, then school will be cancelled 
June 10, 1988. 

If a second snow day esis to be made up, 
there will be school on Saturday, April 16. 
Reynolds said there is no school on Monday, 
April 11, the last day of Easter Vacation, so 
making up a day on this Saturday would 
create a normal 5-day week rather than a 6- 
day week. 

If a third snow day needs to be made up, 
school will be held on Saturday, April 23. 

If more days need to be made up, school 
will be scheduled as many days as neces- 


sary June 13-17, Scheduling make-up school 
days will not affect high school graduation 
activities. They will continue as scheduled, 
said Reynolds. If school is scheduled for any 
day this week, middle school and high 
school exams will be moved back to the last 
scheduled day of school. 

The schedule for making up snow days 

was announced following a state Board of 
Education change in December changing 
rules concerning snow days. 
. The state legislature passed a law several 
years ago saying districts had to make up 
snow days: A teacher contract negotiated 
before the law went into effect kept Craw- 
ford-AuSable exempt until this year when a 
new contract was signed. 

The snow day law is being contested in 
court and school districts were not sure how 
the state Board of Education was going to 
act until they changed rules in December. 

Reynolds said next school year make-up 
days will be built into the calendar. 

Crawford-AuSable has averaged 5 snow 
days a school year for about the last 15 
years. 

Last year the district didn’t have any 
snow days. This year, school was cancelled 
Dec. 15 and 16 following a storm that dump- 
ed about a foot of wet heavy snow. 


Snow days shall be made up according to the 


following priorities: 


. 1. February 22. School shall be scheduled. for Monday, 
February 22, 1988, a day previously scheduled as a vacation 
day. If no snow days beyond the State Board approved “free 
two” occur resulting in no need to make up any days, schoo) 
will be cancelled for June 10, 1988. 


2. Saturday, April 16. Since there is no achiel on Mon- 
day, April 11, as it is the last day of Easter Vacation, making 
up on this Saturday would create a normal five day week 


rather than a six day week. 
3. Saturday, April 23. 


4, The week of June 13 through, 17. Should any more 
than three days need to be made up, school will be scheduled 
as many days as necessary wel with Monday, June 13.

Help County Service

A timely letter from Medicare officials 
solved the problem: of low reirnbursement 
for Medicare ambulance runs and will make 
the service possible with much less of a fi- 
nanciat outlay by Crawford County. 

It seems that county ambulance Director 
Tony Doremire and treasurer Joe Wakeley 
thought that the reimbursement of about $34 


for each run was the maximum allowed. ' 


That figure was based on the rates the coun- 
ty charged for ambulance service five years 
ago which was about $55 per run. 


The letter explained that there are two 
plans under Medicare reimbursement to 


which a service could belong. A non-patti- . 


cipating member could receive a partial 
payment from medicare and bill the patient 
for the remainder or they could receive un- 
der the participating plan $94.60 for each 
run with no recourse for additional funds 
from the patient. 

The payment for the participating pian 


would swell the income of the Ambulance 
Service to the point where the county would 
only need to fund about $6,000. The money 
set aside in the original budget was $24,000. 
The final plan then calls for increases to 


include: $210 per run for residents, $275 for 


non-residents anda per mile increase to $3. 
It includes accepting Medicare runs. 

The service will be manned from 7 a.m. 
until 11 p.m. by one full time Emergency 
Medical Technician and one part time EMT 
or attendant. From 11 p.m. until 7 a.m. two 
stand-by. EMT’s will be available by radio 
beeper at their places of residence. Dore- 
mire pointed out that other than the hour of 2 
a.m. experience has shown almost no am- 
bulance activity. 

Doremire said that hopefully the higher 
amount from Medicare will be received 
automatically since he has returned the 
form to them electing to be a participating 
member. He said that the first reimburse- 
ment check will determine whether the 
problem is solved. 


240 Student Increase 


A Big Reason For 
School Millage Vote 


Projected enrollment increases of 240 stu- 
dents for the next four school years is a 
major reason for a Feb. 15th millage elec- 
tion by the Crawford-AuSable School Dis- 
trict. 

Enrollment jumped by 80 students this 
year. Large Kindergarten and first grade 
classes of 185 students each helped push the 
district total to 1,884 students. Large Kin- 
dergarten classes are expected to continue 
and increase the district’s total enrollment 
to 2,124 by 1991. An estimated ten and a half 
teaching positions, mostly at the elemen- 
tary level, will have to be added within three 
years. 

While sedate is increasing fast, 
revenues for the district are not. Slow 
property value growth in the school district 
over the last two has averaged 1.5 percent, 
The property value growth is expected to re- 
main at about 1.5 percent for the next three 
years. 

The predicted increases in enrollment and | 
the projected slow property value growth 
are big reasons for an estimated $2.3 million 
in budget deficits over the next fowr years 
for the school district unless there’s a fund- 
ing change. 

To make a funding change, the school 
board hag called for two separate ballot 
issues on Feb, 15. The first issue asks for 
21.85 mills to continue existing programs. 
This base issue includes a renewal of 17.9 
mills plus an additional 3.96 mills. The 17.9 


~ mille was approved by voters in April of 1985 
_ and it expires in June of 1988. 
“The proposed additional mills of 3.95 will 


be partially offset by a projected 1.26 mill . 
_ Reduction in the ee debt retirement mil- 


lage. As the bond issues for school buildings 
are paid, the debt retirernent millage is re- 
duced. 

With this reduction, the proposed base 
millage request would result in an overall 
increase of 2.7 mills above the current mil- 
lage rate if passed by voters. 

Crawford AuSable Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds said the district has been 
operating at the same millage rate since 
1979 with a three-year reduction of one mill 
between 1982 and 1985. Steady increases in 
property values allowed the district to meet 
expenses without millage increases and 
ailowed the district to lower the millage for 
three years. 

Reynolds said the 2.7 mill effective in- 
crease is necessary to meet projected bud- 
get needs. No additional programs are bud- 
geted — just existing programs. 


1 Mill Proposal 

An additional request for 1 mill has also 
been placed on the ballot and this will go 
toward extra programs and additional 
maintenance, if approved. The extra pro- 
grams would include counseling at the 
elementary school, increased personnel for 
the high school library, and vocal music at 
the middle school and high school level.

The district used 100% summer 
collection for the first time in 1987 and saved 
more than $100,000 because they avoided 
borrowing. Summer tax collection also 
seemed to be easier for taxpayers as the col- 
lection rate increased from 78 percent to 91 
percent. A miilage proposal will have to be 
passed before June to make the summer tax 
rolls and save the district the cost of borrow- 
ing.

The $100,000 or so in salary savings is a drop 
in the bucket compared to the $27 million in 
overall cuts McNamara proposed.

At almost the same time, the Detroit 
mayor, city clerk and nine council members 
are in line for a 9 percent pay hike over two > 
years. All of them, of course, live in Wayne 
County, too. 

And, down in the state capitol, House 
Speaker Gary Owen was inspecting his new 
conference room, recently renovated and 
furnished at a cost of more than $105,000. 
For a conference room? That’s right. 

Again, symbolism is the issue at stake 
here. But image is important; and often —_ 
expecially in the mind of the run-of-the-mill 
citizen-taxpayer — image becornes sub- 
stance. 

Which image do you prefer, fellow tax- 
payer? At times, you almost want to say: 
“Bah! Humbug!”

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The Michigan Department of Transpor- 
tation has announced a program to replace 
36 “critically deficient” bridges on county 
roads and city streets. 

The 1988-89 projects will be funded by the 
Federal Highway Bridge Replacement and 
Rehabilitation Program and the Michigan 
Critical Bridge Program. 

The bridges, all on county roads and city 
streets, were recommended for replace- 
ment by a nine-member committee created 
under the Michigan Critical Bridge Pro- 
gram. 

The committee, representing the depart- 
ment, the 83 county road commissions and 
the municipal street agencies, establishes 
priority for bridge replacements. 

Selection is based on the condition of the 


structure, its importance to the street and | 


road network and the local‘ageficy’s ability 
to finance its share of construction. ; 
_ On most of the projects, federal funds pay 
for 80 percent of the cost while the remain- 
ing 20 percent is split 15/5 percent between 
state and localunits. | 

The number of bridges to.be improved has 


decreased from previous years, the depart- 


ment said, due in part to a 30 percent budget 
cut in the federal bridge programs. 

There are 105 bridges scheduled for re- 
pairs or replacement in 1987-88 and approx- 
imately 40 others in various stages of carry- 
over design and construction.

"The people of Palestine in 
“the time of Peter are divided 
into two principal parts from 
the standpoint of religion: 
the world of the Jews and the 
world of thc sagans. The 
Jews considered themselves 
tb be a ‘holy’ people, dedi- 
cated to the adoration of the 
one true God, The pagans 
practiced idolatry and were 
considered ‘impure’ by the 
Jews. They existed more or 
less peacefully and did in- 
fluence each other. Jews oc- 
casionally compromised 
with the pagans, and the 
pagans were attracted by 
the religious ideals of the 
Jews. 

«When the Church began its 
development, many ‘Chris- 
tians continued to judge 
things according to the 
Jewish mentality and look 
upon the pagans as impure; 
but on the otherhand, pagans 
afe attracted by the Chris- 
tian message, by the Gospel!

He said, ‘We have only 
mature individuals working 
for Us as a result of the work 
hour's.” 

One of the employees who 
he contends is part time is 
his spouse Kathy. At the 
same time he admits that. 
she is really full time be- 
cause besides the physical 
work, she also keeps all of 
the records, finances, and 
makes all of the appoint- 
ments. As an afterthought, 


_he admitted that she gets 


paid part time for a full time 
job. 

“The only thing we ask of a

When he started in the 
business there were seven 
contracts, Dobry said, and 
now there are about 40. The 
police know when we will be 
in each building, he explain- 
ed, so there is no problem 
with false alarms.

He 
said it was the beginning of a 
good association with Tru- 
deau. He was good natured 
enough at that time of the 
morning to show Dobry how 
to turn off the alarm. 
Another embarrassing 
moment in his career was 
when he broke off a key in 
the lock of the Ben Franklin 


Store. He said that the owner | 


was very good natured about 
coming down at 2 a.m. to
